NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Pro- 
Palestinian terrorists in Uganda today 
released a a group of some 100 more air­ 
line hostages held at gunpoint since Sun­ 
day but kept captive about 100 Israelis 
and non-Israeli Jews, saying their fate 
depended on Israel. 


Radio Uganda, announcing the deci­ 
sion shortly before an 8 a.m. EDT 
deadline to kill the passengers and blow 
up an Air France airliner was to expire, 
said the guerrillas set a new time limit— 
4 a.m. PDT Sunday —for the release of 
53 “freedom fighters” jailed in five 
countries. 
Israel, which is detaining 40 of the 53 
prisoners the terrorists want freed, 
decided today to open negotiations for 
the release of imprisoned guerrillas 
demanded by the hijackers. 
The hijackers made their announce­ 
ment in the name of the extremist 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine. 
“The PFLP has said that if the de­ 
mand is not met by the Israeli govern­ 
ment, then it will deal with the remain-' 
ir g hostages accordingly and it is Israel 
which will be held responsible,“ Uganda 
Radio said. 
In a flouncing they were freeing about 
100 more of the 209 hostages held at 
Entebbe airport in Uganda, the hijack­ 


ers said they would still hold the Israeli 
hostages, persons of dual nationality — 
non-Israeli Jews- the plane’s crew and 
the Air France jet airbus itself. 
An Air France spokesman said that by 
mid-afternoon, the hijackers had 
“cleared” 63 passengers and released 
them. 
In Paris French government officials 
said the new group being freed would 
arrive in Paris Thursday night. They 
said the group would be flown to Orly air­ 
field by a special Air France jetliner 
Wednesday. 
An Air France spokesman in Nairobi 
said a standby 707 Boeing jet had flown 
to Entebbe to pick up the freed hostages 
and fly them directly to Paris. 
Officials said the guerrillas have 
carefully split the remaining more than 
200 hostages into two groups—the 
Israelis, who would remain in guerrilla 
hands for the time being—and pas­ 
sengers of other nationalities to be set 
free. 
The hijackers’ announcement that they 
were freeing another grouup of hostages 
was broadcast by Uganda radio shortly 
after the Israeli government announced 
it had decided to open negotiations for 
the release of 40 imprisoned guerrillas 
demanded by the gunmen who seized the 
Air France jet airbus from Athens to 
Uganda Sunday.

Truce enforcers fail 
to halt Lebanese war 


Court decides consent not needed 
for unwed minor to get abortion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — he Supreme Court ruled today that an unwed minor may 
not be required outright to obtain parental consent to an abortion, nor does a married 
woman need to obtain the consent of her husband. 
The justices’ votes were spUt several ways on the decision, which was a foUowup to 
the court's 1973 curt» on the states’ power to regulate abortions generally. 
Justice Harry A. Blackmun. author of the earlier ruling, came through with some 
further constitutional judgments on a subsequently enacted Missouri law. 
The case had focused partly on whether parents of an unmarried prepiant girl have 
any constitutional rights separate from hers—for instance, a right to promote and 
preserve the family. 
Blackmon said it is difficult to conclude that “providing a parent with absolute 
power to overrule a determination made by the physician and his minor patient to 
terminate the patient’s pregnancy will serve to strengthen the family unit.” 
The vote was 5 to 4 on the issue, with Justices Chief Justice Warren E Burger and 
Justices Byron R White, William H. Refanquist and John Paul Stevens dissenting. 
Blackmun emphasized that overturning the parental consent requirement docs not 
mean that every minor regardless of age or maturity may give effective consent to 
terminate a pregnancy. He said the blanket nature of the law is its chief fault. 
He suggested in a Massachusetts case sent back to lower courts there that a dif­ 
ferent picture might be presented if the law provided for parental consent in most 
cases but allowed for court intervention in case of a disagreement. 
The dissenters went farther, saying the decision on whether to obtain an abortion 
should require parental involvement the same as other important decisions in a 
young person’s life. 
As for spousal consent, Blackmun said, ’We are not unaware of the deep and proper 
concern and interest that a devoted and protective husband has in his wife’s 


pregnancy and in the growth and development of the fetus she is carrying. 
“Neither has this court failed to appreciate the importance of the marital 
relationship in our society." 
But he said it is obvious that when the wife aad husband disagree, the view of only 
one can prevail. 
“Since it is the woman who physically bean the child and who is the mere directly 
and immediately affected... as between the two, the balance weighs in her favor,” he 
said. 
Dissenters to this view were Burger, White and Refanquist They said “a father’s 
interest in having a child—perhaps his only child—may be unmatched by any other 
interest in his life.” 
The decision to leave the matter wholly to the mother cannot be justified either by 
the 1973 decision or by the Constitution, they said. 
The court upheld Missouri's provision requiring the woman to give her written con­ 
sent and also the law’s definition of ‘viability’' - the point at which the fetus can 
have meaningful life outside the mother. 
The opinion struck down by the same 6-8 vote a section of the law prohibiting saline 
induction abortions, which it called safer with respect to maternal mortality than 
even the continuation of pregnancy until normal childbirth 
The dissenters regarded this action as wholly unjustifiable,” saying that when the 
safer prostaglandin method becomes generally available the court should stop 
analyzing such matters unless it intends to become the country's “ex officio medical 
board”

BEIRUT, LEBANON (UPI) - A con­ 
tingent of 1,300 Saudi Arabian and 
Sudanese troops arrived in Lebanon to­ 
day to join an Arab force trying to en­ 
force a truce. But the civil war raged un­ 
checked after a deadline set by the Arab 
League for a cease-fire. 
Fierce fighting continued around the 
encircled Tal Zaatar Palestinian camp in 
a Christian enclave in southeast Beirut, 
a right-wing radio said. 
The adjoining Jisr al Pasha camp was 
overrun Tuesday after eight days of un­ 
ceasing pounding by right-wing Chris­ 
tian forces backed by armored vehicles. 
The P alestine L iberation O r­ 
ganisation charged that Christian 
militiamen “savagely massacred” the 
inhabitants of Jisr al Pasha when they 
captured it. 
“The attackers, who stormed the 
besieged camp, fired into shelters 
crowded with women and children, sl­ 
aughtering score« of them, a FLO state-

The right-wing radio said Christian 
areas around the camps came under 
heavy shelling by Palestinians and lef­ 
tists seeking to slow the advance of 
Christian troops, “ hut the shelling 
produced no result.” 
The cease-fire call by the Arab League 
came at the end of an all-night meeting 
by the foreign ministers in Cairo and was 
coupled with a call to send a joint Arab 
peace-keeping force to »force it within 
12 hours. The contingent of Saudi Araban 
and Sudanese troops that came from 
Damascus was part of that force. About 
1,000 Libyan and Syrian troops of the 
Arab force are already in Lebanon. 
The cease-fire was called for 1 p.m (3 
a.m. PDT), but hours after the deadline 
the fighting was still raging. 
Syrian and Christian forces besieged 
leftist and Palestinian positions in Beirut 
and the mountains with some 6,000 Chris­ 
tians with armored vehicles pushing to 
within a few hundred yards of Tal 
ZaUar, the remaining Palestinian camp 
in Christian southeast Beirut. They 
pounded the camp's defenders with more 
than 3,000 rounds of artillery and rocket 
fire overnight. 
A Palestinian source, admitting fall of 
the camp might be only hour away, said,* 
“nevertheless we will stand fast till the 
end, it is either victory or martyrdom.” 
Meeting in Cairo, the Arab League 
foreign ministers called for the im­ 
mediate truce and instructed Arab na­ 
tions that have pledged units to a joint 
truce force to start moving soldiers to 
Lebanon “within 12 hours” to back it up. 
In Damascus, officials said Saudi Ara­ 
bian and Sudanese units had left for 
Lebanon to join the 1,000-strong con­ 
tingent of Libyan and Syrian troops 
stationed at Beirut Airport, which 
remained closed following renewed 
Christian shelling. 
But there was no sign of a truce taking 
hold in the sweltering capital where 


rocket, mortar and machine-gun battles 
claimed another 130 dead and more than 
200 wounded in the past 24 hours. 
Hospitals said they had no room left to 
store the bodies. 
A shattered Beirut—without phones, 
electricity or bread for a ninth day—was

Balloonist 
is rescued 


NEW YORK (UP!) - Balloonist Kart 
Thomas has been rescued in “good con­ 
dition” In the Atlantic Ocean by a Soviet 
ship 310 miles northeast of Bermuda, the 
Coast Guard announced today. 
A Coast Guard spokesman in New 
York said that the unidentified Soviet 
vessel found Thomas Wednesday night. 
The Soviet ship reported Thomas, who 
attempted to become the first man to 
cross the Atlantic in a balloon, was in 
“good condition,” the spokesman said. 
With word received of Thomas’ 
rescue, the Coast Guard called off a nine- 
plane U S Canadian search of the Atlan­ 
tic that began several hours earlier. Two 
Coast Guard planes in the vicinity of the 
Soviet ship were directed to try to make 
contact with the vessel to obtain more in­ 
formation. 
The Soviet skip, believed to be “some 
type of merchant vessel,” was en route 
to Rotterdam, the Netherlands, and due 
to arrive on July 6, the spokesman said 
The spokesman, CPO Paul Scotti, said 
“no more details” were available on how 
Thomas’ 10-story balloon, “The Spirit of 
’76," went down or how long the 27-year- 
old German-horn balloonist drifted in the 
ocean. 
Before the rescue, the last contact 
with Thomas had been Sunday night 
when he spoke by radio with an Alitalia 
airliner on a trans-Atlantic flight. At that 
time, Thomas was aloft and did not 
report being in any trouble, according to 
his flight crew. 
Paul Johnson, Thomas’s flight direc­ 
tor, told reporters just minutes after 
news broke that Thomas was found that 
he was “skeptical” of the report.« He «aid 
a Canadian wire service once erroneous­ 
ly reported Thomas found and added, 
“We want to get in touch with whoever 
says they found him to find out if it was 
him.”

As a result of the reappraisal 
project by the County Asses­ 
sor’s Office, the total assessed 
valuation of Santa Barbara 
County (Mi the secured roll is 
nearing the $1 billion mark. 
William H Cook, County As­ 
sessor, reported today that the 
total assessed value on the 
secured roil has jumped from 
$840,632,546 in the current fiscal 
year to $988,611,107 for the new 
year starting July 1. 
The net assessed value on the 
secured roll shows a gain of 
$140,531,547 for fiscal 1976-77, 
In 1975-76 the net increase was 
$40,000,000, 
The big increase, which in­ 
cluded sharp boosts in the as­ 
sessed value of many residen­ 
tial areas, reflected the con­ 
tinuing rise in prices for 
residential properties. 


The figures are for that por­ 
tion of the secured roll ap­ 
praised by the assessor. Still to 
be added is the valuation of 
public utilities, which are ap­ 
praised by the State Board of 
Equalization. 


The state board has Indicated 
there will be some increases in 
the value of these properties.

BERLIN (UPI) - Western 
and maverick East European 
Communists emerged from a 
party summit in East Berlin 
with a new statement of princi- 
ples stre ssin g th e ir in­ 
dependence from Moscow’s 
ideological dominance. 
Italian, French and other 
Western parties pushing for a 
government role can now 
counter critics with the docu­ 
ment, which upholds their right 
to “fight for Socialism” in their 
own way. 
Conference observers said 
the statement adopted by the 
European Communist party 
congress Wednesday will also 
b o lste r 
R om ania 
and 
Yugoslavia in their opposition 
to Soviet interference in their 
affairs. 
The 29 European parties 
agreed that “ international, 
comradely, voluntary coopera­ 
tion and solidarity on the basis 
of the great ideas of Marx, 
Engels and Lenin can develop 
through the strict observation 


of equality, sovereignty and in­ 
dependence of each party and 
the noninterference in inner af­ 
fairs.” 
The document was approved 
at the end of the two-day sum­ 
mit after President Josip Broz 
Tito of Yugoslavia, Italian 
party chief Enrico Berlinguer 
and French Communist leader 
George Marchais openly chal­ 
lenged Moscow's primacy. 


Consisting mostly of generali­ 
ties supporting peace and 
Socialism, it showed how far 
European parties have strayed 
from the tutelage of Moscow. 
Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, who campaigned for 
the convocation of the summit 
for two years, paid heavily for 
it, according to political obser­ 
vers. 
Brezhnev had to scrap 
references to “proletarian in­ 
ternationalism” — regarded as 
shorthand for Moscow’s right to 
interfere in the policies of other 
Communist parties. 


Brezhnev did bring up the 
term in his address Tuesday, 
but the approved document 
referred only to the "mutual 
solidarity” of workers. 


Berlinguer, whose party ran 
second in the recent Italian 
elections, openly challenged 
Brezhnev and, according to 
observers, implicitly con­ 
demned the 1968 Soviet invasion 
of Czechoslovakia. 
“Everybody knows for exam­ 
ple that the Italian Communists 
have stressed the accomplish- 
m en ts of the S o c ia lis t 
countries, but have also been 
critical, either about particular 
events and situations or over 
general questions,” he said. 
Tito, 84, addressing his first 
Communist summit in three 
decades, hinted the Italians 
made record election gains 
because they advertised their 
rift with Moscow. 
Marchais said Socialism in 
France “will be the Socialism 
that flies the colors of France.” 


President signs bill to prevent 


increase in withholding rates 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
federal taxes withheld from 
paychecks will remain the 
same for at least two months. 
President Ford signed the bill 
preventing income withholding 
rates from rising today but 
criticized Congress for foot- 
dragging. 
The Senate, meanwhile, 
killed 55 to 35 a proposal to ex­ 
tend tax withholding to interest 
and dividends, including in­ 
terest on savings accounts. 
The amendment to a pending 
tax bill was designed to catch 
tax cheaters who deliberately 
do not report income from divi­ 
dends and interest, costing the 
Treasury as much as |1.5 billion 
a year. 
Both actions were part of the 
lengthy and complicated proc­ 
ess of revising the Internal 
Revenue Code. A massive tax 
revision bill, including exten­ 
sion of current tax cuts, now is 
before the Senate. 
When it became obvious the 
complicated bill couldn’t be 
complete before the tax cuts ex­ 


pired at midnight Wednesday, 
Congress simply voted to freeze 
withholding rates until Sept. 1. 
If the action had not been taken, 
withholding rates would have 
jumped $3 to 86 a week for most 
Americans. 
Ford saw the temporary ex­ 
tension as an opportunity to 
push his own tax and spending 
proposals. 
At a brief signing ceremony, 
Ford criticized Congress for 
refusing to approve the plan he 
advanced last October to 
reduce federal income taxes by 
an extra 810 billion while 
restraining the growth of 
federal spending. 
“Now. nine months later, the 
response from the Congress is 
typical of their repeated failure 
to face the issues,” he said. 
“The Congress, after waiting 
until the last possible day, has 
enacted a two-month freeze of 
withholding rates rather than 
cutting taxes another 810 billion 
as 1 had requested ” 
“ F u rth e rm o re , 
the 
Democratic m ajority has 


adopted a spending ceiling for 
the next fiscal year that ex­ 
ceeds my recommendations by 
117 billion. These actions by the 
Democratic Congress are 
wrong for the people and wrong 
for our economy.” 
The rejection by the Senate of 
the amendment to withhold 
taxes on dividends and interest 
came as somewhat of a sur­ 
prise. 
Opponents charged that the 
amendment by Sen. Henry 
BeUmon. R-Okla., would hit 
hardest at middle and lower in­ 
come taxpayers. Other oppo­ 
nents charged that the amend­ 
ment would cause undue 
paperwork for banks, savings 
and loans and other institutions 
Banking interests lobbied hard 
against the bUl. 
If the amendment had pass­ 
ed, 15 per cent of dividends and 
interest would have been 
withheld Smaller accounts, on 
which less than 810 per year in 
taxes would be levied, would 
have been exempt from the 
withholding. 


Carswell, rejected high court 
held on sex charges 
nominee, 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla (UPI) 
— A grand jury Wednesday in­ 
dicted G. Harrold Carswell, 
once nominated to the Supreme 
Court by former President 
Richard Nixon, on charges of 
nuking homosexual advances 
to a policeman he met in a 
men’s rest room. 
A Leon County grand jury 
charged the 56-year-old former 
federal appeals court judge 
with two misdemeanors — bat­ 
tery and an attempted un­ 
natural and lascivious act with 
another person. Conviction of 
both could send him to jail for 
14 months 
Carswell, married with four 
grown children, received word 


of the indictment in Tallahas­ 
see Memorial Hospital where 
he has been undergoing treat­ 
ment for nerves and depression 
since his arrest last Thursday. 
He is allowed no visitors or 
phone cals outside of the im­ 
mediate family and has refused 
to discuss the case. But State 
Attorney Harry Morrison said 
Carswell denied any wrong­ 
doing after his arrest by 
plainclothes police officer 
George Greene in a wooded 
area 12 miles north of Tallahas­ 
see 
Carswell was released in his 
own custody and hospitalized 
after reportedly threatening 
suicide at the police station 


Thursday where he was booked 
on a charge of battery — strik­ 
ing or touching another person 
against his will. 


Morrison initially said police 
did not feel they had sufficient 
evidence to prove the unnatural 
and lascivious act offense 
because there were no wit­ 
nesses other than Carswell and 
Greene.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - FBI 
Director Clarence M Kelley, 
who announced last year that 
the FBI quit conducting bur­ 
glaries in domestic security in­ 
vestigations in 1966, now says a 
“limited number” were com­ 
mitted in 1972 and 1973. 
Kelley made the statement 
Wednesday following recent 
news accounts quoting former 
agents and other sources who 
said the burglaries continued 
past 1966 
The news accounts implied he 
either “knew otherwise” or got 
wrong information from his ad­ 
visors. Kelley said He said he 
was unaware of the later 
break-ins when he said the FBI 
had stopped burglaries for sur­ 
veillance. 
“I would like to state at this 
time that when I spoke initially 
at a July, 1975, press confer­ 
ence and stated that there were 
no entries in the domestic 
security area after 1966,1 knew 
of none.” he said 


“ I have certainly never 
authorized any and frankly, I 
was never told of any,” he said. 
“I was speaking with the best 
knowledge that was furnished 
to me at the time.” 


Now that he has learned there 
were a few burglaries in 1972 
and 1973, he said, he is 
cooperating with a Justice 
Department investigation of 
the break-ins and other allega­ 
tions of wrong doing by FBI 
agents and officals.

New postal rate 
hike may be near

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WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Postal Service is on the verge of 
making its 13-cent stamp rate 
“permanent.” which means it 
may go up another few pennies 
in a few months. 
Two steps are involved in 
raising the cost of stamps. The 
Postal Rate Commission first 
approves new “permanent” 
rates and the Postal Service, 
after a delay, can impose “tem­ 
porary” rates one-third higher. 
The commission recommend­ 
ed Wednesday that the 13-cent 
charge for first-class mail, im­ 
posed on a temporary basis last 
Dec. 31, be made permanent. 
The commission’s board of 
governors is expected to accept 
the recommendation in a week 
or two', setting the stage for a 
possible increase to 17 cents 
late this year or early in 1977. 
The greeting card industry 
urged Americans to write their 
congressmen 
immediately 
before postal rates go up. 
"The only way to stop postal 
officials from heaping another 
postal increase on the average 
mailer is to let our lawmakers 
know we can’t tolerate higher 
costs.” said Harry Cooper, ex 
ecutive director of the National 
Association of Greeting Card 
Publishers “The coat of a first- 
class letter is going from 
ridiculous to absurd ’’ 


A Postal Service spokesman 
said no increase probably would 
be sought this year because 
“we first have to see what hap­ 
pens to pending legislation for 
additional temporary subsidies 
and weigh the impact a rate in­ 
crease might have on mail 
volume.” 
The present temporary rates 
imposed since last Dec. 31 were 
based on breaking even under 
last September’s costs, eroded 
since then by inflation. 
The co m m issio n also 
proposed new permanent rates 
for second, third and fourth 
class, but none is expected to 
have immediate effect. The 
Postal Service will put new 
rates into effect next Tuesday 
on a different basis. 
Compared with present tem­ 
porary rates, second class per­ 
manent rates will be 6.9 per 
cent higher and third class 5 
per cent higher There would be 
no significant change for fourth 
class. 
The Postal Service announ­ 
ced meanwhile, it is suspend­ 
ing closings and consolidations 
of smaller post offices while 
Congress considers legislation 
to authorize temporary in­ 
creases in appropriations. The 
suspension affects 231 post of­ 
fices scheduled for dosing or 
consolidation after July 1.

sharp rise in the costs of keep­ 
ing homes warm next winter. 
Heating oil will rise 8 cents a 
gallon, predicted Sen Henry M. 
Jackson. D-Wash , who said he 
expects the Ford administra­ 
tion to follow up with a move to 
remove gasoline price controls. 
Sen. Hubert H Humphrey. D- 
Minn , said decontrol of home 
heating oil will result in 
"highway robbery” in his cold 
weather state. 
Both the House and the 
Senate refused Wednesday to 
allow a direct vote on resolu 
tions to block the Federal 
Energy 
A dm inistration’s 
proposal to allow controls to ex­ 
pire after midnight Wednes­ 
day. Disapproval of the FEA 
proposal by either house would 
have left controls in place. 
The House voted 208 to 194 
against a motion to force the 
resolution out of the House 
Commerce Committee and to 
the floor for a vote. The Senate 
late Wednesday voted 52 to 32 
not to take up the resolution 
The FEA contends decontrol 
will increase heating oil prices 
little more than a penny or two 
a gallon. The Ford administra­ 


tion has favored removal of 
price controls on petroleum 
products as a m eans of 
stimulating oil exploration and 
production 


Under the Emergency Pe­ 
troleum Allocation Act, which 
was enacted as a result of the 
gasoline crisis of 1173, the ad­ 
ministration may propose a 
lifting of controls, with either 
house of Congress having 15 
days to disapprove the propo­ 
sal. 


FEA Administrator Frank 
Zarb proposed decontrol on 
home heating oil on June 15, 
giving Congress until the end of 
June to keep controls alive. 


The FEA. meanwhile, report­ 
ed it has frozen U.S. crude oil 
prices for at least two month to 
correct a price estimating 
error that let producers collect 
an excess 860 million in 
February and March 


FEA officials said they 
ordered the freeze, eliminating 
price hikes originally planned 
for July and August, to get ac­ 
tual price levels in line with 
limits set by Congress and 
avoid the need for “ severe, 
price rollbacks'* in the future.

Green Pea Soup 
1 can peas 
lto pint milk 
1 tbsp. each of flour and butter 
salt and pepper to taste 
Cook peas until very soft. Sitr butter and flour over 
heat until smooth then add peas, salt and pepper, then 
milk. Heat. Strain if desired. 


Sudden Soup 
Boil together until reduced by half — 4 cans of 
chicken broth and 1 cup tomato juice with salt and pep­ 
per to taste. Then add dash of sugar, grated rind of V» 
orange and V» cup dry sherry or vermouth. Heat. 


Turtle 
Mix one can condensed black bean soup, 1 can beef 
broth. Mi small can deviled ham, V« cup tiny pasta. 
'Cook until pasta is done, add 2 tbsp. dry sherry 


Mom’s Soup 
Mix one can condensed black bean soup, 1 can beef 
cans water, 1/3 cup tomato juice, handful of ver­ 
micelli, salt and pepper to taste and a pinch of sugar. 
Slice an onion very thin, separate into rings. Cook 9 
minutes 


Mushroom 
Chop mushrooms very fine and cook in a tiny bit of 
water with a bunch of celery and onion until tender. 
Then add chicken broth. Make a light cream sauce of 
milk, flour and butter Combine. 


For another kind of quick lunch or supper, 
sandwiches and salads find a satisfying place. For 
your own favorite combination of vegetables try this 
dressing made by Norma Arrowsmith and published in 
the "Favorite Recipes” cookbook of Lompoc Jaycee 
Wives. 


Creamy Roquefort Dressing 
1 tbsp. horseradish

together until smooth. Add mayonnaise and mix well.

Howard Jarvis of Los 
Angeles, president of United 
Organization of Taxpayers, 
Inc., came to Solvang Tuesday 
night to describe his statewide 
initiative referendum to limit 
property taxes to one per cent 
of market value and at the 
same time warned time after 
time of the dangers of 
'■‘unlimited government and un­ 
limited taxation.’* 
The crowd of about 200, ob­ 
viously mostly all property tax­ 
payers from the Santa Ynez 
Valley, apparently liked what 
Jarvis had to say. 
He was interrupted intermit­ 
tently by outbursts of loud ap­ 
plause from an audience which 
left little doubt that it was con­ 
cerned with ever spiraling 
taxes — especially those levied 
by the county on real property. 
Noting that residents of Los 
Angeles County could an­ 
ticipate a 100 per cent increase 
in their taxes within the next 
two years, Jarvis warned the 
crowd in the Veterans 
Memorial Building auditorium 
that “you too can expect a 
major increase if you don’t do 
something about it.” 
He said 700,000 valid 
signatures were needed 
between now and July 21 
throughout California if the 
property tax limitation amend­ 
ment is to appear on the 
November ballot. 
If the amendment wins the 
approval of voters, the max­ 
imum tax per year on a $40,000 
property would be $400 a year, 
plus bond debt payments of 
about $200 a year or a total of 
$600 All property, he added, in 
California would be taxed the 
same 
Only two exemptions would 
be allowed, one for churcia 
buildings “used for legitimate 
religious purposes and not an 
office building owned downtown 
by a church,” and a public 
health facility performing a 
service which ordinarily would 
be funded by the state. 
The measure would also 
change the system of tax asses­ 
sment appeals whereby the 
burden of proof for a higher as­ 
sessment would be on the 
government and not the 
property owner. 
Jarvis, emphasizing the in­ 
creased cost of government and 
the proliferation of employes on 
government payrolls, cited a 
variety of figures, including: 
“ In 1965, a congressman 
received $65,000 a year, today 
ikm U U J I O P o liticians who set 
sews 
m 
elected to office today 
automatically join an elite 
society.” be declared. 
A “state assemblyman used 
to cost us $31,000, now its 
$275,000,” he stated. 
In Los Angeles County in 1965 
there were 42.000 county 
employes. In 1975 It had risen to 
89.000 while the population had 
gone up by only two per cent 
During this same period, Jarvis 
said, county employe salaries 
rose 190 per cent compared to a 
25 per cent jump for the same 
period for employes in the 
private sector. 
He noted, too, that 70 per cent 
of the land in California is 
owned by the government and 
of the 30 per cent remaining, 
half of that is tax exempt. 
Jarvis admitted his initiative 
proposal “isn’t a perfect solu­ 
tion, but get it on the ballot and 
you’ll get action from the 
legislature 
Appearing with Jarvis on the 
platform were Hal Burnett, 
president of the Santa Barbara- 
based Citizens for Tax Reform 
Inc., and Art Clemmons, first 
vice president of the group 
Burnett described the Jarvis 
initiative as ”our only hope of 
getting any tax reform. “ Clem­ 
mons referred mostly to the 
cost of public education “We 
must curtail local spending 
Sixty per cent goes to schools,” 
he said, adding, “I am for 
education but we must control 
spending at the top.”

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Revived' persons tell

about life after death

SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 
(UPI) — Persons "revived” 
from death by modem medi­ 
cine agree there is an afterlife 
and give detailed descriptions 
of meeting dead relatives who 
serve as guides, according to a 
prominent death researcher. 


Dr. Elizabeth Kubler-Ross 
told a conference of Christian 
psychiatrists and psychologists 
Wednesday her researches con­ 
vinced her "beyond the shadow 
of a doubt that there is life after 
death.” 
Dr. Ross drew wide attention 
two years ago when she 
reported that patients who had 
been "dead” described death as 
pleasant. 
A psychiatrist and thanatolo- 
gist — specialist in death — Dr. 
Ross said she interviewed 
hundreds of persons in the past 
10 years who were revived by 
medical teams, although they 
would have been considered 
dead only a few years ago 
because their heartbeats and 
other vital signs had ceased. 
Because modern medical 
techniques can now restore 
some such patients, doctors 
have adopted new definitions of 


death, such as absence of life in 
the brain. 
Speaking to a gathering of 
Christian psychologists and 
psychiatrists, Dr. Ross said 
those she interviewed, and 
those who spoke to other 
thanatologists, almost univer­ 
sally described their "deaths” 
in the same way: 
— They were aware of the 
moment they died, floating 
painlessly and calmly out of 
their bodies, still aware of their 
surroundings, such as doctors 
working to keep them alive. 
— They experienced a 
"peaceful and beautiful" 
wholeness. 
— They were met by a 
"helper," who served as a 
guide to the next life, almost 
always a relative who died 
earlier. 
She told of a 12-year-old girl 
who said she was met by her 
older brother, describing him in 
detail. Her parents said the 
brother died three months 
before the girl’s birth and she 
never knew of his existence. 
Dr. Ross said. 
A 2-year-old boy said he met 
Jesus and his mother Mary, but 
was told by Mary that he must 


return to life "to save your 
mother from the fire,” mean­ 
ing Hell, she said. 


She spoke to a meeting spon­ 
sored by the Western Associa­ 
tion of C h ristia n s for 
Psychological Studies and the 
Christian Association for Psy­ 
chological Studies. 
Dr Ross, 49, who practices in 
the Chicago area, is a native of 
Zurich, a graduate of the 
University of Zurich Medical 
School and a member of the 
American Psychiatric Associa­ 
tion and the Society for 
Psychophysiological Research. 
Her findings were challenged 
by Dr. C. Markham Berry of 
the Emory University School of 
Medicine in Atlanta, who said 
the experiences described 
sounded more like dreams as 
persons nearing death, but not 
yet truly dead, approach a state 
similar to "deep sleep.” 
Other researchers have de­ 
scribed the "experiences” in 
similar terms, calling them the 
last attempt by the dying mind 
to deny the reality of death, 
coping with imminent non­ 
existence by imagining an 
afterlife.

Quake prediction method bared 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
S c ien tists say h arm less 
amounts of a radioactive gas in 
well water may help predict 
earthquakes. 


Researchers from the Law­ 
rence Berkeley Laboratory said 
Wednesday observation of a gas 
known as radon in well water 
apparently has been used suc­ 
cessfully by China and Russia 
to predict tremors hours before 
they occurred. 
The scientists said the predic­ 
tion technique was being 
studied by the University of 


California and members of the 
National Center for Earthquake 
Research in Menlo Park. 
Alan R.Smith, a physicist 
who heads the Berkeley team, 
said the goal of the reseaich is 
to evaluate the relationship 
between radon content of well 
waters and subsequent earth­ 
quake activity. 
"If this method proves feasi­ 
ble, we will develop high preci­ 
sion instruments to monitor 
radon amounts in seismically 
active areas,” he said. 
A monitoring station using in- 
strumens to detect radon in

water has been in operation at 
the laboratory’s Berkeley site 
for a year. A second monitoring 
station is located along the San 
Andreas fault at San Juan 
Batista. 
Smith said he hoped a predic­ 
tion system would give 
knowledge of a tremor within at 
least 12 hours before it took 
place. 
Radon, a gas formed in the 
decay process of uranium, dis­ 
solves in subsurface water. 
Scientists believe that as rocks 
expand in response to strain, 
the gas is released more easily 
into ground water, and thus the 
inset of seismic activity is 
preceded by larger amounts of 
radon in wells. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
William and Emily Harris, on 
trial for an alleged SLA crime 
spree with Patricia Hearst, 
tried twice Wednesday to ac­ 
cept a jury but the prosecution 
refused.

A number of mail order' 
medicine men and women 
began advertising recently in 
classified sections of youth- 
aimed newspapers and magazi­ 
nes. 


"A lot of people, who use

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marijuana and other drugs, now 
want legal highs that don’t 
damage their brains," says 
Jewell Day. 
Her mail order business, 
Electric Earth Herbs, has filled

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SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The U.S. submarine Pampanito 
is not welcome at Fisherman’s 
Wharf because of her role in a 
fateful World War II assault. 
Port Commissioner Harry 
Bridges Wednesday stalled 
plans to display the Pampanito 
at the wharf because the vessel 
attacked Japanese ships carry­ 
ing prisoners of war. Nearly 
2,000 of them died. 
The Australia-horn Bridges, 
whose wife is Japanese, raised 
objections about the submarine 
at a Port Commission meeting. 
Action on a license and rent 
agreement was delayed two 
weeks at Bridges' request. 


According to Navy records, 
the Pampanito and two other 
submarines surprised an 11- 
ship Japanese convoy in the 
South China Sea on Sept. 12, 
1944. The three American ships 
sank seven of the enemy vessels 
during a day-long battle. 


Three days later, the Pam- 
panito returned to the site of 
the battle and discovered a 
crude raft loaded with English 
and Australian POWs who 
managed to escape the sinking 
Japanese ships.

Alaska 
plans big 
200 fete

Alaskans are planning some 
rousing celebrations for Ameri­ 
ca’s 200th birthday — as befit­ 
ting Uncle Sam’s last frontier. 
The United States was 91 
years old when it acquired 
Alaska from Russia for a paltry 
$7.2 million — two cents an 
acre. And there wasn’t much 
celebrating on that occasion 
over Secretary of State Henry 
Seward’s “ Folly.” 
When Russia formally turned 
Alaska over to the United 
States at Sitka on Oct. 18,1867, 
the new owners had a couple of 
Navy warships in the harbor. 
The only civilian government 
authority was the collector of 
the customs. 
It must be said, however, that * 
the Navy came through for 
history. A bunch of the sailors 
began sampling Tlingit Indian 
brew known as “ hoochinoo.” 
And when the shore patrol 
caught up with the celebrants 
they were put to work hauling 
water by wagon for the ships’ 
stores. 
Thus, two terms closely as­ 
sociated with holiday celebra­ 
tions — "hooch’’ and “ going on 
the wagon” — took their place 
in American lore. 
And there will be more hooch 
than wagon this July 4th. 
For example, in Seward, the 
folks will stage their annual Mt. 
Marathon race. This contest 
began, appropriately, as a 
barroom bet between a couple 
of miners 62 years ago. 
To help celebrate the Bicen­ 
tennial, about 1,000 contestants 
plan to engage in the race, 
which requires them to scurry 
3,000 feet up an extremely steep 
shale mountain and slide back 
down The trip takes about 45 
minutes, depending, of course, 
on how much hooch the partici­ 
pants have consumed prior to 
the starting signal. 
In Sitka. Porky Bickar will 
attempt to fell a spar tree on 
target.

$7 million LV 'skim' bared 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - 
State gambling officials have 
uncovered evidence that “at 
le a st” $7 million in slot 
machine revenues have been 
embezzled from four casinos in 
possibly the biggest counting- 
room scan dal in N evada 
history. 


Jeff Silver of the Nevada 
Gaming Control Board said 
Wednesday that all of the 
casinos under investigation 
were owned by Allen R. Glide, 
who bought them with a $100 
million loan from the Team­ 
sters Central States Pension 
Fund, which is being investigat­ 
ed by the federal government. 


Silver said the state investi­ 
gation will last another 30 days 
and then a decision will be 
made whether there is suffi­ 
cient evidence to bring charges. 
“ We have discovered some 
discrepancies, hut we do not 
know what kind of money we 
are talking about,” Silver said. 
“ We are not talking about skim­ 
ming because fof that we would 
have to show management par­ 
ticipated. 
“ We are looking for the pos­ 
sibility of embezzlement.” 
Skimming refers to owners 
taking money from casino 
counting rooms before report­ 
ing the amount to tax au­ 
thorities. 


The control board issued a 
subpoena for George “ Jay” 
Vandermark, former slot ma­ 
chine manager for Glick, who 
disappeared when the state 
first began investigating the 
Stardust slot machine opera­ 
tion.

Atlantic offshore oil bids sought’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
federal government will accept 
bids this August on oil drilling 
leases for undersea tracts off 
the coasts of New Jersey and 
Delaware, the first sale of of­ 
fshore drilling sites on the East 
Coast 
Interior Secretary Thomas 
Kieppe. who announced the sale 
Wednesday, said he scheduled 
the offshore lease bidding after 
deciding “ the risk to the en­ 
vironment accompanying oil 
and gas development in the 
Mid-Atlantic (area) is relative­ 
ly minor.” 
In a related development, the 
House Wednesday gave final 
congressional approval to a $1.6 
billion bill designed to soften 
the blow on coustal areas from 
energy development offshore. 
Backers said they expect Presi­ 
dent Ford to sign the bill. 
Gov. Brendan T Byrne of 


New Jersey and officials of 
neighboring states had ex­ 
pressed fears they would be 
forced to bear the entire cost of 
damage to the environment and 
businesses by oil spills 
New York State and the 
Natural Resources Defense 
Council, an environmental 
group, filed a lawsuit this week 
in New York seeking to stop the 
government from proceeding 
with its offshore leasing pro­ 
gram. charging it will result in 
pollution on area waters. 
But the department said 
special stipulations will be con­ 
tained in any leases “ to 
mitigate potential environmen­ 
tal and socioeconomic effects 
of offshore development ” 
Kieppe said the sale will be

• WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court may be willing 
to rule that under no circum­ 
stances may the press be 
prevented from reporting 
criminal cases. 
Three members of the court 
are already on the record with 
this view, and two more appear 
to be leaning that way. 
Meantime the nine justices 
Wednesday, at the very least, 
ruled out restraints against 
reporting proceedings to which 
the public is admitted. 
Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger’s main opinion said a 
ban on reporting an open 
preliminary hearing "plainly 
violated settled principles." 
"I am very hopeful that this 
has put a stop to prior restraint 
orders dealing with reporting of 
judicial proceedings," said At­ 
torney E. Barrett Prettyman 
Jr., who won the court's un­ 
animous decision striking down 
curbs on reporting a gruesome 
Nebraska murder. 
Justices William J. Brennan 
Jr., Potter Stewart and Thur- 
good Marshall would have ruled 
that any prior restraint on press 
reports is not a constitutionally 
permissible method of af­ 
fording a defendant a fair trial, 
"no matter how shabby the 
means by which the informa­ 
tion is obtained." 


In addition Justices John 
Paul Stevens and Byron R. 
White in short, separate opin­ 
ions said they are willing to go 
farther than Burger had done. 
Stevens said if he ever has to 
face the ultimate decision, he 
may agree with Brennan’s fiery 
defense of a free press. 


White expressed "grave 
doubt" that the kind of orders 
issued by Judge Hugh Stuart, of 
Lincoln, Neb., could ever be 
justified but did not reveal what 
his general rule would be. 
Both Burger and the Brennan 
group mentioned other ways to 
work toward an unbiased jury, 
including changing the location 
oi the trial, ordering a post­ 
ponement, careful screening of 
jurors and emphatic instruc­ 
tions to them about their sworn 
duty. 
Burger adhered to the 
usual practice of staying within 
the bounds of the case at hand. 
But he noted nevertheless that 
the problems of reconciling the 
guarantee of a free press with a 
defendant’s right to a fair trial 
are common ones 
For instance, lie pointed out 
that while Stuart could well as­ 
sume there would be "intense 
and pervasive pretrial pub­ 
licity" about the crime, there 
was no way for him to tell how 
it might affect prospective 
Jurors 
Another problem for Stuart 
was how to enforce a gag order 
against out-of-town reporters 
from a jurisdiction over which 
he had no control. Burger said 
even if legislation could be 
devised to cover the situation it 
would fit very "awkwardly" 
into American jurisprudence. 
Finally he noted that even if 
the press is stilled, rumors 
"travel swiftly by word of 
mouth," particularly in small 
communities. 
Given these problems, he 
said, it is far from clear that 
the defendant's rights would 
have been helped by restraint? 
on publication.

JUNEAU, Alaska (UPI) - A 
Liberian oil tanker carrying 
18.6 million gallons of Malay­ 
sian crude was reported in 
stable condition in the North 
Pacific Wednesday night, about 
24 hours after its engine rxxn 
flooded. 
Coast Guard officials said the 
tanker Vamos was about 500 
miles south of Adak Island in 
the Aleutian chain. They said 
all 39 crewmen aboard the ship 
apparently were in good health 
and there was no immediate 
danger of sinking.

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Three water pumps were air­ 
lifted to the vessel early 
Wednesday and apparently 
were being used.

The 774-foot Papamanian- 
owned tanker was due at the 
Shell Oil Co. refinery dock in 
Anacortes, Wash., on July 6 to 
unload about half its cargo. The 
other half was destined for the 
Shell refinery in MsrUaes, 
Calif. 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
saM a seagoing tag requested 
from Japan by the Vamos was 
expected to arrive on the scene 
July-8 or 9. Plans called for the 
ship to be towed to Japan for 
repairs.

Farr ready to serve jail sen ten ce 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Reporter William Farr was 
ready to go to jail today for 
refusing to reveal a news 
source after the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled against him. 


He faces five days in jail and 
a $500 fine for refusing to reveal 
to the trial judge the name of a 
lawyer who gave him a court 
document during the trial of the 
Charles Manson "family" for 
the Sharon Tate murders. 
"I regret losing but I’m 
prepared to spend that time in 
jail without too much discom­ 
fiture," said Farr. 
"I respect the court’s ruling 
but my position is the same — 
I’m not going to break my 
promise to sources regardless 
of the consequences." 
His case went to the Califor­ 
nia Supreme Court once and the 
U.S. Supreme Court twice 
before the high court refused 
Wednesday to hear his appeal. 
His attorney. Mark Hurwitz, 
said Farr was ready to sur­ 
render at the county jail 
whenever the Supreme Court’s 
order arrives. It was expected 
today. 
Farr already has spent 46 
days in jail. The Manson trial 
judge. Superior Court Judge 
Charles Older, ordered that he 
be kept behind bars until he 
relented, an impasse that could 
have continued until one of 
them died or Older retired. 
Farr was freed by Supreme 
Court Ju stice Williafn O. 
Douglas. A state court hearing 
held that since Farr would ap­ 
parently never name the 


source. Older could not jail him 
under an open-ended "coer 
cive" order because he would 
not be coerced, limiting Older 
to a five-day punitive sentence 
for contempt. 
"With all due respect to 
Judge Older and the U.S. 
Supreme Court, I gave some 
sources a promise," Farr said. 
“ This disposition is not nec- 
cesarily noble on my part but 
every good reporter knows that 
keeping a source confidential is 


like a sacred commandment." 
Farr, now of the Los Angeles 
Times, was working for the 
Herald-Examiner during the 
Manson trial when he reported 
that members of the notorious 
"family" talked of killing other 
celebrities, including Frank 
Sinatra and Elizabeth Taylor. 
He quoted an out-of-court 
deposition by a former cellmate 
of one of the Manson women. 
He admitted he got the docu­ 
ment from one of the six 


prosecution and defense attor- • 
neys, who were under orders 
from the judge not to give infor­ 
mation to reporters. 


Farr was held in contempt for 
refusing to tell the judge which 
attorney violated the gag order, ) 
which could have caused his 
source to be disbarred and 
prosecuted for perjury, since 
all six attorneys denied under 
oath they gave him the docu­ 
ment. 
Fresno newsmen spurn'coercion' 


SHREVEPORT, La. (UPI) - 
A group claiming responsibility 
for mailing 18 letter bombs dur­ 
ing June has threatened further 
violence unless corporations 
comply with extortion de­ 
mands. 
"We are sure the letter 
bombs served notice that we 
have no objection to blowing off 
a few corporate hands — the 
ones they steal with, prefera­ 
bly," said a two-page letter 
mailed to a television station 
and a newspaper Wednesday. 
The letter, signed “ B. A. Fox 
and Associates." was mailed 
from Las Vegas Monday and 
was believed to be authentic, 
according to an FBI spokesman 
in New Orelans. The letter was 
printed verbatim in the 
Shreveport Journal. 
The letter referred specifical­ 
ly to utilities, airlines, meat 
packers, grain companies and 
the Brown & Root Co., a huge 
construction firm partly ^wned 
by Lady Bird Johnson. 
"One of our projects under 
serious discussion involves the 
airline industry," it said. "If 
they don’t pay, my advice is 
walk, don’t fly." 
The letter, which rambled 
and frequently was unclear, 
said FBI director Clarence 
Kelley lied to the public when 
he said the letter bombs were 
mailed by a group attempting 
to extort money from corpora­ 
tions. But it caUed B. A Fox 
and Associates a "consumer 
group" and warned that corpo­ 
rations would be expected to 
pay off. 
"Kelley inferred that our ef­ 
fort to collect those fines had 
failed," the letter said. "Rest 


assured we expect to collect 
damn near every dime of it." 


"Matter of fact, we intend to 
do whatever is necessary to 
their executives or anyone else 
to collect these funds," it said. 


In addition to the Journal, 
KSLA-TV received a copy — ad­ 
dressed to the weatherman. 
In Houston Wednesday, au­ 
thorities said another letter 
bomb believed to have been 
sent by the group did not go off 
when it was opened. The bomb 
was mailed to an unidentified 
Houston oil executive. 
In all, the FBI has counted 18 
letter bombs delivered in June, 
most of therh postmarked Tex­ 
arkana and Atlanta. Texas. 
Only one exploded, and it slight­ 
ly injured four persons at a New 
York City brokerage firm. 
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FRESNO (UPI) - Four 
Fresno Bee newsman, cited on 
73 counts of contempt of court 
for refusing to tell how they ob­ 
tained information for a story, 
intend to go to jail, if neces­ 
sary, to protect a news source. 
The newsmen lost a last 
chance appeal to stave off in­ 
determinate contempt jail 
sentences when the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court Wednesday reject­ 
ed their appeal. 
The four are Managing Editor 
George Gruner, former City 
Editor James H. Bort Jr., and 
reporters Joe Rosa to and 
William K. Patterson, all 
ordered to serve indefinite jail 
terms by Superior Court Judge 
Denver Peckinpah in May 1975. 
Thé Bee, in three articles 
published in January of 1975, 
printed portions of a sealed 
grand jury transcript involving 
pending indictments against 
developer Julius Aluisi and 
Fresno City Councilman Marc 
Stefano. 


The newsmen claimed im­ 
munity under the California 
Shield Law which protects news 
sources, but Peckinpah, now 
retired, said the transcripts had 
been illegally obtained and the 
newsmen must answer how 
they obtained the material. 
Superior Court Judge Hollis 
Best, who will now hear the 
case, said he would await of­ 
ficial notification from the U.S. 
Supreme Court and then order a 
hearing for the newsmen. 
He said they again would 
have the opp port unity to dis­ 
close how they obtained the 
grand jury transcripts and, if 
they refused, he would "act ac­ 
cordingly.” 
Best said there was a ques­ 
tion involving whether a jail 
term designed to coerce a 
person to disclose information 
becomes punitive rubier than 
coercive. 
In a statement the four 
newsmen said: "We have been 
told by the courts that we can 


escape going to jail by answer­ 
ing the questions which we have 
refined to answer so far. That 
would be expedient, but we 
would not be faithful to the prin­ 
ciples of freedom of the press 
— the public’s right to know — 
if we did that. We are agreed 
that we will not reveal the 
source of our information." 
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Lom poc resident has sentimental 
recollection of immigration isle

A tear rolled down the right 
side of his 73-year-old face and 
Frank Masoian apologized. He 
only wanted to tell that there 
are beautiful people in the 
world. 
He met some of them in 1919 
at ElUs Island in New Yoric. 
He, of course, has known 
beautiful people before and 
after that year, but when you 
mention the bicentennial or the 
Statue of Liberty or Ellis 
Island, he wants to tell about 
the beautiful people he met at 
the facility that processed 
millions of immigrants during 
its years of operation. 
Now a 16-year Lompoc rési­ 
dait, Masoian was one of the in­ 
coming. 
On Christmas Eve in 1919, he 


arrived in New York on a pas­ 
senger ship, a 16-year-old 
Armenian refugee. 
“When I saw the Statue of 
Liberty..." he began, but 
started to cry. 
“When I saw the Statue of 
Liberty,“ he continued, “I was 
the happiest man in the world. I 
was in the land where I could be 
happy for the rest of my life.“ 
During World War 1, the 
Turks were engaged in a 
program of exterminating 
millions of Armenians. Masoian 
was living in Turkish Armenia 
and would have been killed 
himself had he not been ab­ 
ducted from a death caravan 
and kept as a slave for over two 
years by Arabs. 
As an 11-year-old slave, he 
“attended sheep, harvested this 
and that, worked.“ 


Masoian wax taxied by 
smaller boat to Ellis Island, 
which to him looked like a 
“great big hotel” 


He was given a warm meal, 
clean sheets and thick blankets. 
Smell of the fresh linen he still 
remembers today. He had not 
slept in a clean bed for five or 
six years prior to that time. 
“I just want to tell you what 
kind of people there are in the 
world,“ he said. 


“There are beautiful people,“ 
he added and started crying. 
He was released from salvery 
after the war through the 
American Near-East Relief 
Program. A brother in Detroit 
had sent money to the U.S. con­ 
sulate in Syria to finance his 
coming to the U.S. 
Ellis Island officials provided 


him with a separate room and 
the next morning, Christinas 
day, they gave him a shopping 
bag full of fruit and escorted 
him to New York Central 
railroad where he boarded a 
train to Michigan. 


"How can you forget a 
country like that? Can you?” he 
begged. 
Just recently, Masoian read 
that Ellis Island is now open to 
tourists after 22 years of 
neglect, vandalism and decay 
and that tours are conducted 
daily through the former U.S. 
immigration examination sta­ 
tion. 


“It was a touching story,” he 
said. “I was one of those.” 
Sixteen million immigrants 
passed through Ellis Island 
before it closed.

U.S. quits 
Davis Cup 


WIMBLEDON (UPI) - The United 
States Tennis Association today 
withdrew from all Davis Cup competi­ 
tion and the British and French said they 
would not compete in next year’s tourna­ 
ment.

Insensitive to a fault 
Bird flutters in Nastase's head

KEAUHOU-KONA, Hawaii - (NEA) - Around the 
flopping black mane of Hie Nastase, the Romanian 
madcap, controversy swirls as naturally and as fren- 
ziedly as a Pacific squall. 
Nasty, who may be the most gifted tennis player in 
the world, is simply too insensitive to the subtleties of 
normal human relations to realize the impact of his on- 
court actions and utterances. 
Muttering "bloody Nigger" during his Avis 
Challenge Cup finals with Arthur Ashe for $100,000, 
winner take all confirms Nastase’s tenuous grasp of 
the nuances of decorum in sports. 


In fairness to Nastase, he probably didn’t even know 
he was saying it. The words weren’t tossed at Ashe 
directly. Only that intrusive parabola network 
microphone at courtside picked it up — just as several 
years ago during an NFL game, the field mike broad­ 
cast to the country the four-letter reaction of a player 
to the violence of the moment. The circumstances 
don’t excuse Nastase for his simple minded racist 
remarks. "He’s a boor," said Julie Heldman, the ten­ 
nis expert who shared the telecast booth and heard the 
remark, "—without realizing it." 
In Holua Stadium, the day before his showdown with 
Ashe, Nasty, as the guys call him, greeted Arthur for a 
picture-taking session: 
"Hello, Colorful." 
Arthur, ever phlegmatic, looked at him blankly. 
"You don’t like that ‘Colorful!’ huh," shrugged 
Nasty. "Well, actually you not colorful." 
Habitually, when the Romanian sees the black 
American star, he yells out, "Hey, Negroni." During 


the match he cussed in French. He’ll use profanity in a 
variety of other languages he has picked up in his 
dozen years as a world-class palyer. He has called 
Tom Okker a "bleeping Jew" in a match in Los 
Angeles. He complained about 20,000 Jews watching 
him when he played against Harold Solomon in 
Maryland, and was later forced to apologize for his 
remarks. 


And yet the mercurial Ilie has his own super­ 
sensitivity that’s easily scratched. He is quickly 
aroused by questions about 1) his disruptive antics on 
the court and 2) his status with the Romanian govern­ 
ment. 
"What you call antics?" he fumed when the subject 
was brought up after he won the $100,000 outright by 
beating Ashe in five sets. There had been a 30-second 
clock in operation to make sure Nasty’s tactics — he 
fumed at linesmen as he usually does and he gave Ashe 
the finger (a Romanian version of hook-’em-homs) 
three times — didn’t interrupt play. 
"You can breathe. You can take your pants off. Long 
as you play by clock." 
Nastase is a tennis player with rabbit ears. He hit a 
tentative overhead shot and yelled to himself 
deprecatingly, "Just like my wife." He walked around 
in a circle shaking his head. From the stands a voice 
rang out, "Why don’t you play tennis?" 


Nasty, getting ready to toss up a serve, yelled back, 
"What the hell you think I’m doing?" 
It has become fashionable to enlist psychiatrists, 
psychologists and soothsayers to analyze the turbulent 
behavioral patterns of this man who has let his tirades 
disturb the effectiveness of his play. 


Ion Tiriac, another Romanian firebrand who used to 
help Nasty with his game, says, ‘Nastase does not 
have a brain; he has a bird fluttering around in his 
head." 
That bird is a little disturbed right now because the 
Romanian government has shown some displeasure 
with its No. 1 player. He defied a cabled order to join 
its Davis Cup team in England, preferring to shoot in­ 
stead for the $100,000 first prize in thi- WcT ex­ 
travaganza. 
t 
“I get more publicity for Romania," he explained, 
"playing here before 30 million people on tv than 200 
people In England." 
He bridled at the idea his government might be has­ 
sling him. "If I have problem," he sputtered, “it’s my 
problem." But he new off suddenly, ignoring his con- 
tract with the Hawaiian Leis of World Team Tennis, to 
return to Romania. 
Nastase, who is married to a beautiful Belgian 
woman and has an infant daughter, does not actually 
live in his native Bucharest any longer, though he re­ 
tains citizenship. Ostensibly, he accepted *a $125,000 
WTT contract so that he and Dominique and the baby 
could roost in one place, Honolulu, for a few months 
But his wife and child never came to Hawaii from 
Europe and there have been strong hints of marital 
discord. 
His companion, and a settling influence, i* a Roma­ 
nian expatriate named Mitch who (Mice lived in 
Venezuela and now operates out of New York. 
The positive facet of Nastase is that he generates ex­ 
citement in a sport where its personalities seem most­ 
ly to be hacked out erf cardboard. When he plays, as he 
will,at Wimbledon or Forest Hills,it becomes an event.

Catfish hot 
at Cachuma 
The catfishing at Cachuma at the present is the talk of anglers 
throughout the county. 
A conservative estimate was that over the hot weekend more 
than two tons of cats were pulled from the east end of the lake. 
The log boom has been pulled out to allow fishermen to go up 
further into the arm and it has really paid off. Most of the fish are 
about 10 pounds and the largest of the year, caught Satuiday, 
weighed 21. 
Jeff Pack, seven-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Jack Pack of Lom­ 
poc, caught the largest bass of the week out of Lake Cachuma over 
the weekend. 
Jeff’s lunker weighed in at 6% pounds and was caught at the east 
end of the lake on a crawdad. 
At Lopez Lake things are comparitively sl­ 
ower. The trout fishing is fair fishing near the 
dam with salmon eggs. The lake was stocked 
again this week and the planters were on the 
large size, about 10 to 12 inches long. There are 
also loads of small crappie in the brush areas of 
the lake. All other fishing there is poor. 
Bass are attacking surface plugs at Margarita Lake. The best 
bite is in the early morning hours 6 to 8:30.

There is also good rock cod action out of Avila, with boats going 
to Point Sal daily. 
Virge’s Landing in Morro Bay took in six king salmon this week, 
one of which tipped the scales at 24 pounds. The smallest of the 
catch was 16 pounds. 
During the summer Virge's will run two boats out of Morro Bay, 
and five from San Simeon. 
No salmon have been reported at Santa Barbara’s Sea Landing, 
but when they have a good supply of bait, the calico bass fishing 
can’t be beat. 
The average is about four pounds and going as high as eight. Also 
some bonita have been hooked on the bass fishing trips. 
The rock cod fishing is superb as well. The boats are going to 
Santa Rosa Island and fishing very shallow, about 60 feet. The 
main catch is ocean whites which go as high as eight pounds 
Local ocean fishing at Surf has died down, os the perch have 
already spawned. The winds have been kicking up the water and 
cutting down visibility. 


The DFG is cracking down on the aba lone poachers who are 
operating along the rocky coasts of Mendocino and Sonoma comi­ 
ties in an area which is dosed to commercial fishermen.

“It’s going to take them a 
while to fully believe the extra 
benefits of using ice over Mast. 
In fact there are still a tot of 
trainers around in professional 
r 


ts who aren’t ronvinrfxl of 
merits of ice treatment.’’ 
The idea, as Dent explains it, 
is far from revolutionary Ice 
treatment has been around as 
long as heat treatment, but its 
popularity has mounted as 
research has indicated it in fact 
does a better job than beat. 
Not all the time, however 
“Granted,” explained Dent, 
“there are a few areas in which 
heat treatments would be bet­ 
ter for the athlete to question 
but, for the most part, ice can 
accomplish so much more and 
to shorter time.” 
Dent explains that ice in­ 
creases the Mood circulation 
process.

Dent, a former college sports 
and professional basketball 
trainer, said there’s a long road 
for everyone to achieve a full 
u n d e r s t a n d i n g 
of 
cryotherapy. 
“You find that you meet a lot 
of peole who are unwilling to 
change from heat to Ice 
because they have always Men 
brought up on the use of heat 
and they arc simply unwilling 
to try something new and dif­ 
ferent “ be said. 
The main problem is with 
athletes themselves, Denton 
concedes. “There are still those 
who just aren’t completely sold 
yet and it’s going to take time 
to convince them that the ice 
treatments are actually better. 
They grew up with heat treat­ 
ments throughout their careers 
and it’s tough to get them to 
believe that what you’re doing 
may be completely counter to 
treatments they have received 
in the past. but that it’s work­ 
ing.

Restless legislators move 
to end deadlock on budget 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
California entered the new 
fiscal year without a budget to­ 
day but legislators, restless for 
vacation, charted a single- 
minded course toward a reme­ 
dy. 
The makings of a break­ 
through occurred when a two- 
house conference committee 
struck a compromise Wednes­ 
day night on “stopgap" $270 
million school aid legislation. 
The vote was 6-0. 
The agreement was well 
behind the June 15 constitution­ 
al deadline for passage of the 
$12.86 billion budget proposal 
and too late for the holdout As­ 
sembly to make the midnight 
deadline when the spending 
package was supposed to take 
force. 
This left state government 
budgetless for the first time in 
five years and kept lawmakers 
reluctantly in the Capitol dur­ 
ing the opening week of their 
planned summer vacation. 
But a spokesman for Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. said that 
judging from past experience 
no major problems were im­ 


mediately anticipated. 
The record budget, passed 
earlier by the Senate, contained 
more than 400 spending items, 
including $6.8 million to revive 
the Agricultural Labor Rela­ 
tions Board, $1 billion for 
welfare and $100,000 for a 
University of California study 
on human sexuality. 
It was held hostage for eight 
days by Assembly Republicans 
and maverick Democrat Ken 
Meade of Berkeley. They 
demanded passage first of a 
compromise bill to help schools 
meet the pinch of inflation, 
declining enrollment and rising 
teacher salaries. 


Brown worked through the 
day and into the night reading 
the pending budget and school 
bills Chief of Staff Gray Davis 
said the governor was prepared 
to sign the budget within 24 
hours after it arrived on his 
desk. Brown has the power to 
delete or reduce budget items, 
but cannot add. 
The committee proposal on 
school finance stayed on the 
middle ground between Senate 


demands for local control over 
the extra money and Assembly 
insistence upon earmarking 
funds for specific programs. 
Ambitious plans for a long- 
range school finance effort 
were trimmed down to a 
stopgap measure to cover this 
year and next year only. 
The intention was to postpone 
any far-reaching school bill un­ 
til the state Supreme Court 
rules on the landmark Serrano 
Case, which could force a com­ 
plete rewriting of educational 
financing to equalize school 
taxes and classroom spending 
between rich and poor areas. 
The roughly $270 million 
school package provides an im­ 
mediate $39 per student in­ 
crease in the amount of basic 
state educational aid. It also 
lifts Brown’s controversial five 
per cent growth limit on adult 
education programs by provid­ 
ing an extra $40 million in state 
money. 
Programs for educationally 
disadvantaged youths would 
benefit by $15 million and the 
state’s Special Education pro­ 
gram would receive $11 million. 
FDA delays action to require 
ingredient labeling on booze 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
American consumers will have 
to wait another year and a half 
before the labels on beer, wine 
and liquor tell them what in­ 
gredients they’re drinking, the 
Food and Drug Administration 
said today. 


The agency announced a post­ 
ponement — from Jan. 1, 1977, 
to Jan. 1, 1978 — of its plan to 
require ingredient labeling for 
alcoholic beverages. It said the 
delay was requested by the 
brewing industry and made 
necessary by unresolved ques­ 
tions about what the labels 


should say. 
Consumer activists were up­ 
set over the announcement, 
which appeared without fanfare 
in today’s edition of the Federal 
Register. 


Rep. Benjamin S. Rosenthal, 
D-N.Y., who has been pressing 
for the labeling, said he was 
writing a letter to FDA Com­ 
missioner Alexander Schmidt 
demanding a "full explanation” 
and an “assurance that this 
dues not represent a softening 
of the FDA’s position on this 
matter." 
Dr. Michael Jacobson, co- 


director of the Center for 
Science in the Public Interest 
and long-time labeling ad­ 
vocate, ca lled .th e action 
"despicable." 
The FDA jumped into the is­ 
sue last November after the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms scrapped its own 
labeling proposal following a 17- 
month study. At that time the 
FDA expressed disappointment 
that the other agency had not 
acted, and it cancelled a 35- 
year-old agreement with the 
Treasury Department under 
which it had relinquished its 
labeling authority to the BATF.

Tax reform 
As members of our full-time 
State Legislature pack up and 
head home from the hot 
weather of Sacramento for 
their long summer recess, the 
property taxpayer once again 
shakes his head in disbelief at 
not having any meaningful 
property tax reform enacted. 
In fact, no reform at all. 
A couple of stabs were made 
at property tax reform but 
they both went down to defeat 
last week in the Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Com­ 
mittee. 


A thin ray of hope still exists 
as both measures will be 
studied during the “ in- 
between” sessions of the 
Legislature. 
One measure would have 
eliminated property taxes on 
owner-occupied homes. 
Homeowners, instead, would 
have paid a 20 per cent income 
tax surcharge, which in nearly 
all instances would have 
meant a lower overall tax bill. 
The other measure would have 


limited property taxes on 
residential properties to no 
more than the rise in the con­ 
sumer price index. 
We b eliev e that both 
measures, which will require 
voter approval, have merit. 
Both of the measures met 
stiff opposition from many 
directions, including the 
California Taxpayers Associa­ 
tion, on the grounds that it was 
“piecemeal reform” and that 
neither measure did any good 
to aid the needy with the bulk 
of the relief going to the more 
wealthy homeowner. 
It 
m ay 
h a ve 
been 
“piecemeal” reform but at 
least it was some type of 
reform which all property tax­ 
payers have been patiently 
waiting for. It is doubtful 
whether the Legislature will 
ever get together for any com­ 
prehensive tax relief. 
It is our contention that 
property taxpayers, poor or 
rich, would rather take 
“piecemeal” reform than no 
reform at all.

All in the family 


WASHINGTON - In times past, 
members of Congress bolstered their 
family finances by putting relatives on 
the public payroU. This hoary practice, 
called nepotism, was ouUawed in 1907. 
But many crafty congressmen have 
found there’s more than one way to skin 
the taxpayers. Now they put one 
another’s relatives on the payroll, an ex­ 
ercise in payroll juggl­ 
ing that somehow has 
gone unnoticed. 
We have shaken the 
congressional payroll 
and a num ber ofj 
relatives have fallen 
out like overripe fruit 
from a tree. 
Thus Congress is I 
sUll partly a family af­ 
fair. Our associates | 
Jack Cloherty and Bob 
Owens have been 
searching the pay lists 
and matching up names. Here’s how 
some of the jigsaw pieces fit together: 
— Rep. John McFall, D.-Calif, the No. 
3 man on the Democratic totem pole, has 
placed two daughters on the congres­ 
sional payroll under the patronage of 
obliging colleagues. Alicia McFall has a 
permanent job with the House Inter­ 
national Relations Committee; Sarah 
McFall is an intern with the House Post 
Office Committee. 
— M cFall’s counterpart on the 
Republican side. Rep. Robert Michel, 
R.-IU., slipped the daughter of his 
colleague. Rep. Edward Derwinski, R.- 
IU., on his congressional payroll last 
year. Michel gave Maureen Derwinski a 
summer job. 
— Rep. Jim Wright, D.-Texas, a con­ 
tender next year for the post of majority 
leader, has his wife Betty as a $23,000-a- 
year administrative assistant on a 
Public Works subcommittee. 
— Rep. Mel Price, D.-IU., the former 
House Ethics chairman, wangled a 
917,000-a-year job on Capitol Hill for his 
brother Raymond. 
Amiable, accommodating Rep. John 
Dent, D.-Pa., has provided jobs for the 
daughters of two colleagues, Rep. 
Richard Ichord, D.-Mo., and Robert 
Giaimo, D.-Conn. 
— Rep. BiU Clay, D.-Mo., hunted up 
summer jobs for two of his children last 
year. He placed a daughter with Rep. 
Louis Stokes, D.-Ohlo, and planted a son 
with Rep. Charles Wilson, D.-Calif. 
— No one knows how to play the 
nepotism game under the new rules bet­ 
ter than Rep. Joe Skubitz, R.-Kan. He 
arranged a summer job for his grand­ 
daughter with Rep. Don Young, R - 
Aiaska, then added to his own payroll the 
daughter of Rep. William Broomfield, 
K-Mich 
— Rep Spark Matsunaga, D.-Hawaii, 
has managed to get his brother Andrew 
on the payroll at $15,000 a year. The con­ 
gressman also swung a job for his son as 
a House page. 
— Rep Tom Kindness, R.-Ohio, true to 
his name, employed the daughter of Rep. 
Temeson Guyer, R.-Ohio, as a recep­ 
tionist. She found employment with 
Kindness after an earlier stint with Rep. 
William PoweU, R.-Ohio 
— Rep. Richard Vender Veen, D.- 
Mich., who took over Gerald Ford’s old 
seat, wasted no time using his congres­ 
sional connections to get a page job for 
his son. 
— Rep. Gus Yatron, D.-Pa., found his 
son a spot as a summer intern with the 
House Administration Committee The 
boy later worked part-time while he was

attending law school. 
— Rep. Ed Jones, D.-Tenn., a member 
of the House Administration Committee, 
helped find his son-in-law an auditor’s job 
on the committee by introducing him to 
former Chairman Wayne Hays, D.-Otaio. 
— Rep. Otto Passman, D.-La., the 
stingiest man in Congress with foreign 
aid money, is more generous with the 
taxpayers’ money when it comes to his 
family. He arranged an $18,000-a-year 
House job for his brother Otis. 
— Other congressmen, whose family 
planning we have uncovered, are Bill 
Ford, D.-Mich., and Ed Patten, D.-N.J. 
Ford’s wife works for the House Ad­ 
ministration Committee and Patten’s 
wife is a secretary in his office. This is 
legal, in her case, because she had the 
job before the 1907 law took effect. 
Most working relatives, it should be 
noted, probably earn their pay. But it is 
contrary to the intent, if not the letter of 
the law for them to be on the congres­ 
sional payroll. 
The real charity cases, however, are 
fallen colleagues. These are the congres­ 
smen who are put out of office by their 
constituents but who stay on Capitol Hill 
on the payroll of sympathetic friends. 
House Republican leader John Rhodes, 
R.-Ariz., for example, felt sorry for ex- 
Rep. Dick Shoup, R-Mont, and put him 
on the payroll for a time. Rep Norman 
Lent, R.-N.Y., took in former Rep. Larry 
Hogan, R.-Md. 
Congressional salaries, keeping pace 
with inflation, have steadily risen to the 
present pinnacle of $44,625 a year. This is 
considered ample in most constituencies 
to keep the wolf from the door. But our 
enterprising legislators have been able 
to improve their bank balances, despite 
the anti nepotism law, by playing hide- 
and-seek with the congressional payroll.

WASHINGTON - At a top-level 
meeting of the National Security Council 
the other day that old specter of the 
throw weight of nuclear missiles was 
again threshed over. This time it whs the 
weight of the missile itself plus the vehi­ 
cle to carry it. Throw weight, with the 
Soviets allegedly outrunning the 
Americans, has been a 
favorite weapon of the 
hardliners. 
They were all there, 
the top military brass, 
Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, Gen. 
Brent Scowcroft, the 
President’s adviser on 
secruity affairs. It 
was familiar ground 
they were covering in 
anticipation of still 
another middle-level 
n e g o tia tio n with 
Moscow on the limitation of offensive 
nuclear weapons. 
One of the participants promptly 
leaked the gist of the discussion but in 
such a way as to make it look as though 
Kissinger was ready to yield to the 
Soviets after they had turned down an 
earlier American proposal limiting 
throw weight. The columnist to whom it 
was leaked pictured Kissinger as waiting 
until President Ford was assured of the 
nomination and Ronald Reagan as “the 
cop on the beat” was no longer to be 
feared. 
This is just one more move in the 
thrust of the hardliners determined to 
prevent a SALT II agreement spelling 
out at least a pause in the nuclear arms 
race. Given the continuing Reagan at­ 
tack on what remains of the President’s 
effort to ease tensions with Moscow, 
they can celebrate their success. 
Despite Ford’s own wistful hope, there 
will be no SALT II agreement this year, 
according to one who knows as much 
about the whole arcane, intensely com­ 
plex matter as anyone else. 
This will put right on the doorstep of 
the incoming President a fateful date, 
Oct. 2,1977, when the interim agreement 
limiting the introduction of offensive 
nuclear weapons runs out. 
It means the new President will have 
hardly more than six months in which to 
button up a SALT II agreement After 
October 2, even the frail barrier of the 
interim agreement will be gone and an 
all-out arms race with huge new expen­ 
ditures on each side will be the grim 
prospect. 
As for the Secretary of State he has 
reached a kind of plateau of philosophic 
detachment. From this vantage point he 
is working harder th$n ever to try to 
cover the troubled areas of a turbulent 
world. Currently be is on a new round of 
talks in Europe with a scheduled 
meeting with John Vorster, South 
Africa’s prime minster, at a highly 
secret retreat in Germany. 
The importance of this meeting has 
been exaggerated both in this country 
and in South Africa, to the annoyance of 
Kissinger and his aides. The meeting 


was intended to be merely exploratory 
but in light of the fearful, deathly riots in 
a suburb of Johannesburg, the meeting 
may be canceled. 


It goes without saying that Kissinger is 
aware of the peril of a new Middle East 
war with the Syrians approaching closer 
to the southern border with Israel. He is 
aware, too, of the fragile nature of the 
government in Jerusalem and of the 
pressures on Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin from both those who would make 
greater concessions to the Arab states 
and those on the far right opposed to any 
change in the territories occupied after 
the Israeli victory in 1967. 


Here is a paradox that historians of the 
future will find hard to explain. Kis­ 
singer, himself a Jew, Is widely disliked 
in Israel. He is condemned for coercing 
the Sinai agreement with Egypt. Yet 
Israel will get close to one-third,* that is 
to say close to $2 billion, of the money ap­ 
propriated for foreign aid. 


ROVin' Around with R.O.V. 


Trying to conduct a rational foreign 
policy when the Congress is of one 
political party and the chief executive is 
of another is ail but impossible. This is 
hardly a new discovery, but the full im­ 
pact has been brought home to the 
Secretary in such particulars as Turkey- 
Greece-Cyprus and Angola. 
With his tenure in the office having 
hardly more than six months to run, he is 
trying to bring order wherever he can to 
conflicts that have some chance of 
resolution. 
In the Organization of American States 
in Santiago and later with a stopover in 
Mexico, he worked to better the 
relationship with La tin-America. In 
Europe he intends to push for closer 
economic cooperation with the United 
States. 
The polls consistently show Kis­ 
singer’s high popularity rating. But 
translating that into action and in­ 
fluence, as he understands only too well, 
is another matter.

It got squeezed out of the news 
Wednesday, but the almost-Rube 
Goldberg water saver idea, first 
proposed by city water commissioner Ed 
Rodgers a couple of years ago inched 
forward this week. 


An environmental impact report is be­ 
ing written by staffers of Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District, for a 
project on the river, seaward from 
Robinson Bridge. Actually the site is 
proposed for a point midway between 
McLaughlin Road and H Street. 
As outlined by Thomas M. Stetson, 
engineering consultant, for the water 
district, some of the flow of the river will 
be captured and run into an area where it 
can seep into the underground basin — 
instead of rolling away to the ocean. 


Rodgers suggested the idea a few 
years ago as one of the original members 
of the city’s water commission He 
resigned a short time later, and now 
after a lapse of time is back on the com­ 
mission. 


The design of the scoop, if it can be 
called that, is up for grabs. Stanley C. 
Hatch, legal counsel for the water dis­ 
trict and some of the directors bandied 
the idea around Tuesday. Stetson said 
the project would cost an estimated 
$10,000 for the initial installation and a 
couple of thousand dollars to as much as 
$10,000 annually to maintain it depending 
on the weather. A heavy flow in the river 
would wash out the scooper. but a weak 
flow such as might be experienced in a 
drought year would not. 


Stetson believes the engineering 
device, which by the way is not new, can 
capture as much as 2,000 to 2,500 acre of 
feet of water annually for recharge of 
the underground. 


Financing for the project is also up for 
grabs. Best guess is that a district with a 
small tax oould be formed under the 
wing of the SYRWCD, similar to the 
Improvement District 1, which operates 
in the Santa Ynez-Solvang area.

SUBJECT: Use of Kenneth Adam 
Park 


Dear Mr. Pahos: 
The undersigned, on behalf of a 
number of Lompoc City employees, and 
as host to visitors from Seattle, 
organized a barbeque for last Friday 
evening, June 18, at Kenneth Adam 
Park. 
When 1 arrived at the park, the only 
areas of the paik suitable for the some 20 
persons who intended to participate in 
the barbeque were marked “reserved.” I 
asked about the use of these areas and 
learned they were reserved for the next 
day. Upon discovering this, I asked the 
attendant whether we could use the 
premises that night He refused on the 
grounds that he didn’t come to work until 
8 o'clock in the morning and If the people 
wanted it that early he wouldn’t have 
time to dean it up. 
In my view, this was an unwarranted 
restriction on our use of the park. We 
don’t believe it is proper to restrict one 
person from using any portion of the 
park because on the next day it is going 
to be used by another person. The pos­ 
sibility of a minor dean-up problem, 
which possibility is only speculation, 
should not be grounds to prevent 20 
persons from using this park as U was 
designed to be used 
It is our hope that you will take proper 
steps to prevent this type of situation in 
the future.
